List Of Varieties That May 
Successfully Grown 
Plums can be successfully grown in 
many parts of Canada, but a careful 
selection of varieties suitable to the 
district in which they are to be krown 
is essential. Where the size of a gar- 
den will permit of tree fruits the 
growing of plums is an interesting 
and profitable undertaking for the 
amateur, and all the more so at pres- 
ent since with the development of a 
large number of new hybrids there 
are available ‘several superior kinds 
for parts of Canada hitherto forced

to grow poorer varieties. In this con-| 


nection, a bulletin on “Plum Culture,” 
available at the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
gives lists of plums suitable for dif- 
ferent districts, with full descriptions 
of the different varieties. Among the 
new Japanese-American crosses, Ka- 
hinta and Waneta are very good in 
quality, large in size, dark red, with 
firm yellow flesh and tender skin 
These two, with Omaha a very early 
sort and Emerald, a late plum, are 
worthy of a place in a small garden 
Of the Japanese and Sand Cherry hy- 
brids, the Tom Thumb Cherry is out- 
standing. It is not really a cherry bu 
a plum growing on a low bush, and 
is especially suitable for prairie con- 
ditions, yet worthy of trial in the 
Hast. Of the older varieties, the cid 
standby like Greengage
